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RISE UP WOMEN! | 

The Prime Minister has stated that facilities shall be 
accorded to a Woman Suffrage. Bill during the course 
The Women’s Social and Political 
Union assert that there is absolutely nothing in the 
present political situation to prevent this plédgé being 
fulfilled this Session, and further that it is easier and 
more convenient to fulfil it this Session than it is likely 
to be in any subsequent Session of the existing Parlia- 
ment. 

It should be noticed that the Government, in order 
to get support for the Parliament Bill, and even more 
for their Naval Estimates, are heavily mortgaging the 
time of next Session by undertaking to carry other 
measures, and that this tends to reduce the chances of 
getting Woman Suffrage dealt with then. To the Irish 
they promise Home Rule, the Welsh are to have 
Disestablishment, the Labour Party will get the 
Osborne Judgment reversed, there will be a Land Bill 
for the Scottish Members. Each and every political 
interest is to have its share of the spoils, but nothing 
is offered to women. Why is this? The answer to 
that question is to be found by observing the way 
in which others have obtained definite undertakings 
from the Prime Minister that their claims shal! 
be dealt with. They did not get these undertakings 
by patience, by argument, or by virtue of the greatness 


of their need or the justice of their cause. They got 


them by dint of militant methods. Theirs is not the 
militancy of their forefathers, the militancy of stones, 
riots and rick-burning (all that has been superseded by 
the up-to-date and more deadly weapon of the vote), 
but it is militancy none the less. It consists in telling 
the Prime Minister in a plain and unmistakable way 
that unless their demand is granted he and his 


| Government will be turned out of office. There is no 


form of militancy which the Government fear so much |» 
as this. In order to escape it, they have paid the price 
required of them, and have pledged themselves to deal 
with the various demands presented to them in this 
menacing fashion: | 

The reason why the Prime Minister ‘haa 
a clear and definite bargain with women is that the 
women's movement as a whole is not yet militant 
enough. The Prime Minister dogs vet feel that 
the pains and penalties Which women 
inflict upon a ‘recalcitrant and unconstitutional Cabinet 
are beyond. endurance. In present day politics the 
secret of success i 10 make oneself unpleasant.

of speaking, canvassing, and so forth. The other is 


rebellion, protest, resistance to authority, refusal o 


consent to non-representative government—call it what 
you will. Let us consider them in turn. If, in ey 
constituency; women of ‘all classes, and women of 


parties and of no party, were to draw together and 
become a united political force, they could undoubtedly 


strike a most formidable blow at the very strongest of 
Governments. Just as the Irish electors, forgetting 
all differences, make Home Rule the very basis of 
their political faith and action, sq women, until they 
are enfranchised, ought to regard Votes for Women a4 
the one object of their political existence, So long ad 
| the Government of the day prevents the enfranchise- 
ment of our sex, so long ought every woman to be an 
opponent of that Government. To support such a 
Government is to condone, indeed to connive at, the 
degradation of women. It is, we ar, to forfeit. the 
very name of woman. 

In spite of the fact that 1 in its ranks 
still remain to be filled, the women’s party already 
exists and grows increasingly strong to shake thd 
Government at elections. Its power to do - thig 


depends, of course, on the extent to which enfranchised 
men can be induced to rank this issue first among 
political considerations. This they will not do unless 


they are carried out of and above themselves by somq 
great wave of enthusiasm.. The second and mord 


active form of women’s militancy is therefore abso- 


lutely necessary. There are already men who are 


determined to vote against. any Government which does 


not grant votes to women. What has brought them fd 
this? It is the sight ‘of women risking health, liveli- 


hood, and life itself in the struggle for political freedom, 


The militant movement stirs men because it has lifg 
and reality in it, and because it proves to them that 
women’s happiness and pride are bound up with the 
winning of the vote. 

This form of militancy i is also indispensable because 
it embarrasses the Government in the only sg 
way possible to women. Suffragists wh 

solely on converting the electors are expecting wh 
has all through history proved to be the impos- 
Sible. They expect to win freedom through others, 
Who would be free herself must strike the blow. By 
constant repetition these words have become hackneyed, 
but they embody a very living truth. The 21 
burden of this fight for woman’s enfranchisement m 
fall upon women themselves, and it can be waged only 
through rebellion.

LAND. 


: A special series: of meetings has been con- 
duoted by Mre: Pankhurst in Scotland during 
the week beginning Feb. 27. The eeries opened 
with a great mecting in the Synod Hall, Edin- 
burgh, on Monday evening. On the re 
were the Rev. J. A. Patterson, a e 
Lady Sybil Smith, Miss Ethel Smyth, Doc., 
and Miss Burns. The chairman eaid that when 
women had the vote the inequalities and 
iniquities which disgraced the existing codes 
of the marriage law would soon be mere memo. 
ries of a -benighted and immoral past; that 
the publicans would not have the same power 
over the two great politioal parties as they at 
present have; and that there would no longer 
be such sweating of female labour as at present. 
Lady Sybil Smith sang, as a solo, the new 
marching song, after which it was sung by 
a chorus of women and by the whole audience, 
Dr. Ethel Smyth herself oonducting. Mrs. 
Pankhurst, who was received with prolonged 
applause, defended militant methods, and ap- 
pealed to women to refuse to “ up the n 
forms. 

On Tuesday afternoon Mrs. Pankharst ie 
dressed a meeting in the Drill Hall, Ayr, and 
on Tuesday evening at St. Andrew's Hall, Glas- 
gow. The latter halt was gaily decorated with 
flags and banners in the colours.- Some of the 
inscriptions were Daffin does naethin and 
““Wrang has nao warrant.” The hall was 
crowded, and, says the Daily Record and Daily 
Mail, “the touch of a woman’s hand was 
revealed in the presence and arrangement of 


bunches of delicate flowers on the platform > 
table. The Rev. Dr. John Hunter, of Glae- 


gow, presided, and delivered a most inspiring 
speech, a fuller report of which we hope to 
print shortly. Lady Sybil Smith again sang 
the Women’s March, which was conducted by 
Dr. Ethel Smyth. ™ 

Mrs. Pankhurst, in the course of her address, 
said it was remarkable that though there were 
differences among women as to how they were 
to get the vote, there was absolutely no differ- 
ence among them as to what kind of vote they 
wanted, nor as to what they were willing to 
take. They demanded that women should no 
longer be refused the vote simply because of 
the ‘accident of birth. Referring to the pro- 
spects of the cause in the present session, Mrs. 


Pankhurst said if the Prime Minister would 
leave the House of Commons free to carry the 
Bill through its remaining stages after May 8 


there would be no need for the plan of cam- 
paign already drawn up. If not, she said, 
intended to organise a deputation of i, 
women to stand outside the House of Commons, 
if they were allowed to get there, and to stay 
there until they got satisfaction on this ques- 
tion from the Government. This, with the 
Coronation near, and so many of our overeea 
kinsmen present, would be a strange object- 
lesson in support of the principle that taxation 
and representation should go together. :
